The second floor restrooms are also
not compliant. They have proposed to make one toilet room
for each men and women compliant on the first floor with
appropriate signage directing people to the accessible room
as needed. Since there are limited offices on the second
floor they would like to do the same; directing people to the
restrooms on the first floor.
